BODY FOUND ON KILLINEY 
STRAND. 


Dr. Brennan, Coroner for South County 
Dublin, yesterday held an inquest concerning 
the death of Miss Evelyn Iveagh McGuinness, 
typist, whose dead body was found on the 
strand at Killiney on Sunday morning. 

Mrs. Louise Bolton, 24 Ashfield road, Rane- 
lagh, stated that Miss McGuinness, was alive 
at 4.10 p.m. on Saturday, and seemed normal. 
She had not been in good health, and had 
been attending a doctor for a nervous break- 
down. The girl's mother had said that she 
threatened to commit suicide by drowning 
herself, She had attempted to drown herself 
ut her own house on 15th December, 

Dr. Pim, who made a post-mortem examina- 
tion of the body, stated that in his opinion 
the cause of death was shock resulting from 
injury to the head and from immersion, She 
must have got a severe blow on her head 
before she fell inte the water, probably by 
striking @ rock, und must have been insen- 
sible before she reached the water. The 
shock and immersion caused her death. He 
could not sav defimtely that the cause of 
death was drowning. 

A Juror called attention to the delay in 
holding the inquest, i 

Sergeant Daly said that he was informed of 
the discovery of the body on Sunday morn- 
ing last. He communicated with the Coroner 
on Monday. He was informed that. the 
Coroner was not at home. On Tuesday he 
was told that the inquest would be held on 
Wednesday. 

The Coroner said that the cause of the 
delay was his absence in the country. On his 
return he had to hold another inquest yester- 
day in a different part of his district. He 
had to take the inquests in rotation, and this 
was the first opportunity that he had of hold- 
ing ua present inquiry. 

he jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence, and passed a re- 
solution asking the County Council to. make 
inquiry, with a view to preventing a repeti- 
tion of such a delay.

LEMON SPONGE. 

Ingredients.—Half ounce gelatine, rind 
and juice of two lemons, two ounces 
sifted sugar, half pint cold water, whites 
of three eggs. . 

Method.—Place the gelatine, sugar, 
lemon juice, water and lemon rind m a 
pan ; stir till gelatine is melted; bring to 
boiling point. Strain and cool, Reat the 
whites of the eggs to a stiff froth ma 
basin. Add the lemon mixture, cool, hut 
not aetting. Beat the whole till it ta a 
stiff white froth. Have a mould acalded 
and rinsed out with cold water. Pour in 
the mixture, and get aside till cold and 
firm. 

TRIFLE. 

Ingredients—F our or five penny sponge 
cakes, raspberry of apricot jam, a few 
ratafiaa, six tablespoonfuls of sherry or 
one gill fruit juice, half pint custard, 
half pint cream, one teaspoonful vanilla 
esxence, one tables ful sugar. 

Method, — Split the sponges, spread 
with jam, place on a flat dish. Put in 
the ratafias, pour the wine or fruit syrup 
over the sponge cakes, then pour over the 
custard and soak, Plavour, sweeten and 
whip the cream. Force through a hag on 
toy of custard, and decorate as liked.

Ingredients.—7' wo ounces semolina, one - 
pint water, three to four ounces sugar,

Method. — Bring the grated rind and 
water to boiling point. Sprinkle in the 
semolina and cook eight minutes. Pour 
on ta the lemon juice and sugar, and 
allaw ta become almost cold. Whisk till 
stiff. Pour into a crystal.

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MR. SPEAKER SPEAKS. 
MEMOIRS OF VISCOUNT ULLSWATER. 

Mr. Lowther was not the greatest 
Speaker of modern times. That honour 
belongs to Peel. But it would not be un- 

ust to call him the most successful. Since 

e days of Lenthall and the Long Parlia- 
ment no Speaker has seen so many 

nges. When he first entered the Chair 
\ir. Balfour was Prime Minister, Mr. 
Lloyd George sat on the back benches, the 
Nationalist Party presented an unbroken 
phalanx of opposition to the smiling Chief 
Secretaryship of Mr. Walter Long, and 
Labour had an insignificant handful of 
members. In his fifteen years of office he 
witnessed the return of the Libera] Party 
with an @normous majority, the sbtruggles 
over the Lloyd George Budget and the 
Home Rule Bill, the Suffragette riots of 
1913, the Great War, and the party truce 
which it produced, the admission of women 
to the franchise and to Parliament, the 
extinction of the Nationalist Party and 
the reduction of the Liberal Party to a 
shadow, and through all this welter of 
change he fulfilled his duty unperturbed. 
Flags were waved through the grille, 
women rushed into the House, the Mace 
was seized by a stranger, men leapt from 
the gallery, Ministers were howled down 
and became the target of missiles, but 
each and every emergency found Mr. 
Speaker prompt to deal with the offence 
and resolute to maintain tlie dignity of the 
House of Commons. : 

The secrets oí his success are revealed in 
these pages: it sprang from a tempera- 
ment never profound, but simple and 
sensitive; a readiness to take advice, and 
an almost uncanny power of anticipating 
dificulties. His success at Westminster 
nspired the late Mr. John Redmond with 
i desire to preside as Speaker over the 
eliberations of an Irish Parliament. 

Lord Ullswater’s pages teem with half- 

rembered names and forgotten inci- 
dents. Who now recalls the fact that 
even years ago the present Lord Glenavy 
vas silenced by cries of “ Adjourn’’ from 
his own supporters? Who recollects such 
figures as Sir Arthur Markham and Lord 
Helmsley? Yet, though he frequently 
treads the cold ashes of past controversies, 
and devotes almost excessive space to 
records of country house visits and trips 
to the Continent, the interest of some of 
the subjects that he deals with is 
perennial. In 1914 he presided over| the 
conference held at Buckingham Palace to 
delimit the boundaries of “' Ulster.”’ 

After unanimously coming to the con- 
clusion that the only natural line of 
division was one that would give the 
mountain tops to the South and the 
valleys to the North, and that this was 

ir administrative reasons impossible, he 
was invited by Mr. Asquith to suggest 
something that would solve the deadlock. 
He put forward the suggestion that Tyrone 
and Fermanagh (over which the contest 
was keenest) should be provisionally in- 
cluded either in Northern or Southern Ire-, 
land, and at the end of three or five years 
should decide by plebiscite whether they 
wished to remain where they were or to be 
transferred. This proposal found favour 
with neither party: the conference broke 
down: and. as they waited to take leave 
of the King, the Speaker read the news of 
the Austrian ultimatum to Serbia. After 
the outbreak of war Mr. Lowther made 
another attempt to reconcile the views of 
Sir Edward Carson and Mr. Redmond, 
but, though they met in his library on 
friendly terms, the gulf between them was 
too wide to be bridged. 

For the rest we find in these volumes 
many pleasant reminiscences, many shrewd 
estimates of men of note, and a renewed 

emory of a genial and kindly person- 

ty.

NEW BOOKS IN IRISH. 

Quite a spate of new books in Irish is 
pouring from the presses. In some ways 
the most interesting of these books is 
** Dochartach Dhutbhlionna,”’ a collection 
of short stories by yet another writer from 
that corner of Donegal which has given so 
much good writing in recent years, in 
both Irish and English. The author, 
[olann Fionn, breaks new ground. He has 

clear, but rich style, and as fine a com- 
mand of Gaelic idiom as the authors 
of “ Caisleáin Oir - and is Tusa, a 
Vhaicin,’ those spirited novels of the 
North-West ; but he has a psychology that 
IS nis own. 

The title story is a gloomy piece of in- 
trospective writing. ‘A man who is in the 
shadow of death tells his life story and 
the story of that crime which has robbed 
him of all hope. In a word, the story is 
a style of a last confession. The 
despairs of salvation, like the 
man in “ Lavengro’’ who thought he had 
committed the sin against the Holy 
Ghost. The narrative ends in a dreadful 
outery which shakes the reader like a 
blasphemy from a lost soul: ‘‘ O, beloved 
Mary, from the brink of Hell I implore 
you, protect me from your avenging Son !’’ 

Che writer is in the Gaelic tradition in 
his diction, but in this Russian-like note 
of revolt he is strongly individual. We 
read his tales, then, with an interest that 
is half curiosity. Each of the four stories 
has a rugged strength and sometimes a 
Pagan savagery. The tale, “ Teacht 
(heallaigh Mhóir" tells of 'an outlaw’'s 
defiance of law, his brute vigour and his 
proud death. All the figures, althongh 
they are as passionate as the heroes of 
antique myth, and use language that is 
subtle in its expressiveness, are peasant 
folk. and the life is the life of harvest 
field, bogside and cottage céilidhe, scrawled 
across with the flerce excesses of the spirit 
of man. Wher Jolann Fionn grows 
milder in theme, we shall expect no in- 
considerable writing from his pen. Mean- 
while, a translation of these tales, we con- 
jecture, would prick the interest of a 
world that welcomed Synge and Tchekov. 

“Torna '’—Professor O'Donoghue, of 
Cork—is probably the best living authority 
on Irish prosody and himself a copious 
writer of Gaelic verse in both the syllabic 
and accented metres. His “Irish 
Prosody ” is a welcome book ; for hitherto 
students have had to study Irish verse 
without any authentic guide to its 
principles. The book is disappointing in 
that it does not deal with the syllabic or 
hardic metres which not only enshrine most 
of the classic Irish poetry, but exert their 
fascination on many living Irish poets. 
However, “ Torna ” can give us a second 
hook to supplement the present useful 
work. 

The whole is written in Irish. Students 
whose Irish knowledge is not exhaustive 
will thank. “ Torna” for enabling them 
to pick a logical path through the in- 
tricacies of Eoghan Ruadh and Sedn 
(‘larach. A chapter is devoted to the 
Ossianic verse, and we are taught to trace 
the accentuation, the a@icill or assonance, 
and the rhymes in such verses as ' Cnoc 
an Air an cnoc so thiar.”’ 

For the poets themselves readers can go 
to the beautiful new edition of Mangan’s 
“ Munster Bards ’’—one of the few Gaelic 
hooks which is produced in a form that 
delights uand and eye. Here we have 
over 400 pages in a pocket volume, giving 
scores of songs, mostly of the eighteenth 
century, with Mangan’s sympathetic and 
sometimes ineplseel translations, the 
music of many of thé airs, and a scholarly 
new introduction by Mr. John P. Dalton. 
This edition is worth adding to one’s 
library for the sake of Mr. D 's study 
of the roots of Irish literature. He traces 
allusions to the Celts in the classics and 
shows how Irish literature even in the 
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 eighteenth century was conditioned by 
ancient influences. He also gives a biblio- 
graphy which will be invaluable to those 
who desire to go deeply into Irish poetry. 
Mangan’s book is too well known to require 
further description; but we would take 
this opportunity to urge the publishers to 
give us a new edition of the rare supple- 
mentary volume edited by the late Dr. 
Sigerson. des 

Mr. J. L. O'Sullivan has performed a 
notable tour-de-force in rendering 
“ Macbeth *’ into Irish, preserving the 
original rhythm in both verse and prose 
passages. Such a feat is interesting when 
it is not carried to the length of being 
tedious, and, after admiring the Gaelic 
rendering of several famous passages and 
learning something from the translator's 
dexterous turns of language, we feel that 
the duller, intervening matter should be 
rendered, not in a blank verse that is 
strange to Gaelic, but in rhythmic Irish 
a After reading this volume we re- 

ected that the Gaelic Players should stage 
the play at the Abbey Theatre—we now 
hear that this actually is to be done. 

Macheth’’ is congenial to the Gaelic 
spirit. 

Mr. Michael Griffith (‘‘ Cos Obann’’) 
has written an interesting story of 
adventure, which he undertook in order to 
supply reading matter in Irish to rival the 
sort of book which pleases young people in 
English. It must be said, however, that 
the narrative moves somewhat laboriously, 
and the incidents lack body and vividness. 
We hope Mr. Griffith will pursue his new 
vein. One merit of his writing is its 
straightforward simplicity. His idiom is 
pure, but his language is never obscure. 

“An Seoidin’’ is an attractive school 
reader, containing many lively new poems 
for young folk. Pictures would enhance 
it.

Michael Arlen and those charming, wicked 
and witty people! The anonymous author 
of *‘The Romances of Mayfair’ “ relates 
the history of many remarkable affairs 
that have surprised society in _recent 
years."’ By “society ’’ he means, not só 
much the élite of birth, wealth or-tale 
as what he calls ‘‘ the smart world’ or 
“ the titled mob,” and he writes of it 
with a high seriousness wholly absent 
from Mr. -Arlen’s facetious chronitles. 
In Mayfair, it would seem, the main 
object of the unmarried is “to secure a 
matrimonial prize’’ (even the ‘‘ Duchess 
of Dover, at the mention of . money, 
pricked up her ears”). We learn that 
“every engagement in society is either a 
comedy or a tragedy ’’ ; and certainly every

Most of us are familiar with similar 
popular histories, and some would be dis- 
posed to believe that a. well-illustrated 
edition of a standard work like Green 's 
“ Short History ’’ would be more satis- 
factory than a new compilation by 
journalists and professors. On the other 
hand, it is well to have a summary of 
modern knowledge which will serve as an 
pg "Eag EN guide to serious study. 

he present work is a “ symposium ”’ 
history, written by nineteen eminent 
historical writers, each of whom deals with 
some period or aspect of British history ; 
and the story of the race is brought down 
from rude and legendary beginnings to the 
Irish Treaty, with which the last volume 
closes. The final volume deals with the 
period from 1914 to the end of the coali- 
tion 1922, thus yielding as much space to 
eight eventful years as the earlier volumes 
yield to several centuries. 

The supreme merit of the edition before 
us is its admirable illustrations, Old 
prints are reproduced, giving the student 
actual contact with the periods described, 
Illustrations of this sort are far more 
helpful than reconstructions of historical 
incidents by modern artists. G 
examples are seen in the pictures which 
illustrate Irish history. The writers deal 
inadequately with Ireland—they waive 
aside ancient Irish history as of no 
account, and neglect to trace Ireland’s 
contributions to the achievements of the 
peoples of these islands. The illustrations, 
however, well chosen from old pictures. 
set before us interesting details of the 
attire and appearance of the medieval 
Irish. 

When we come down to modern times 
the editors give us valuable diagrams 
illustrating the development of the British 
system in the five Continents. The maps 
which so vividly display the progress of 
colonisation and of federation will prove 
illuminating to many a young scholar 
who finds these volumes in his home to 
help him and encourage him in his 
historical reading. The last yolume draws 
cn war-time photographs and autlorised 
art studies of the war. Mr. Norman 
Wilkinson’s painting, which shows us the 
Lusitania, a monstrous hulk upended in a 
smooth sea before its plunge, shocks the 
imagination, and Mr. Henry Rushbury’s 
ainting of the daylight. air raid on 

ondon of July, 1917, brings home the 
likeness of the wars of the future, where 
sunlight lies upon a quiet world, but the 
blue sky is speckled with the engines of 
mortal wrath.

SHAKESPEARE AND THE 
VICTORIANS. 

There are at least a score of volumes in 
the Home University Library which rank 
as classical monographs ón the subjects 
concerned. That books of such standing 
should be made available in a substantial 
library format is highly desirable, and 
many a reader will welcome the beauti- 
fully bound, gilt-topped edition of which 
the three first volumes have just appeared. 

Mr. Masefield’s ‘* Shakespeare” is one 
of the best books of condensed criticism 
that we know. Each play is discussed 
witn brief analytical synopsis followed by 
a penetrating little critical essay. We 
cannot convey, in the brief space at our 
present disposal, the value of Mr. Mase- 
field’s attitude to the master; but we can 
cordially recommend the book to every 
student. 

Mr. Chesterton’s book on Victorian 
literature may be described as illumina- 
tion in lightning flashes. He “ hits off’’ 
every author with a brilliant phrase, and 
often burns a new aspect into our minds. 
The book is valuable as being stimulating 
and suggestive, although the editors of the 
series not unreasonably explain that it 
is “‘not put forward as an authoritative 
history.’’ 

Mr. Belloc’s ‘‘ French Revolution” is 
put together in the awkward fashion of 
essays on the characters, on the political 
theory, and on the military aspect of the 
great upheaval, so that it serves best as a 
commentary to be read with a smoother 
narrative.

GALWAY COUNTY 
FINANCES. 


LOAN OF £13,000 REFUSED. 

At the weekly meeting of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Galway County Council, Mr. 
M. McNeill, Chairman, presiding, the Secre- 
tary reported that their Treasurer, the. 
National Bank, had turned down the Council a 
application for a loan of £15,000 for the con- 
struction of the Athenry-Tuam road and the 
Clifden Waterworks. 

Mr. Sweeney asked what was the reason 
for the bank’s refusal of the loan. 

Secretary—The bank complains of the 
Council's excessive indebtedness. 

The Chairman said they had hardly enough 
money to pay the labourers working on the 
reads. The Committee of the Ballinasloe 
Asylum reqtiijed £6,000, and they could not 
grant it. 

The Secretary complained that in connec- 
tion with the Ballinasloe Asylum finances the 
Chairman of the Committee, the Bishop ol 
Clonfert, had made belittling remarks about 
him (Secretary). The bishop was reported as 
saying, in reference to a conference which he 
(the Secretary) attended, “ What brought 
Mr. Fogarty here?” On the occasion of the 
reading of a circular at the County Home 
meeting urging retrenchment, the bishop also 
asked, in referring to the circular, “' Is that 
the opinion of the Secretary of the County 
Council or his own personal opinion?’ 

Mr. Cahill said that he was sure that the 
bishop did not mean to make any reflection 
on Mr. Fogarty. 

Secretary—I am not used to that sort of 
thing, and I ask your protection. It does not 
matter to me whether the rates have risen £1 
or £2. I have to do my job, and it is not 
fair to have these references made when we 
are all trying to do the best we can in difficult 
circumstances, 

REPLY. TO THE BANK. 

The Secretary ‘was directed to reply to the 
National Bank in the following terms :—The 
Finance Committee of the po Mg

£30,000. The bank is aware that the council 
are doing everything possible to get in the 
rates, and the committee are getting some- 
what tired of the irritating messages sent to 
the Treasurer by the directors. ith regard 
to the council's statement dealing with the 
loans, the committee do not understand the 
complaint of the directors, that the present 
indebtedness of the council to the bank is 
excessive. Whatever the indebtedness is, it 
is. the result of negotiations and agreements 
with the bank, duly set out in mortgages pre- 

ed by the bank’s solicitor, and the council 
sate invariably met promptly all claims for 
principal and interest. The banks are sellers 
of accommodation and the council have pur- 
chased on the bank’s own terms and promptly 
paid the a reed price. The directors write as 
if t some grievance against the Gal- 
way County Council, whereas the facts are 
all the other way, and the council have 
genuine cause for complaint in regard to the 
most harassing attitude of the s for 
which there is no justification.

Cireular-road, Wednesday.—Usually in 
the Christmas” week our live-stock market 
artakes more or less of a hcliday character. 
he market to-day (Wednesday) was moved 
from the usual weekly fixture of Thursday for 
the convenience of the trade.

Very few fresh con- 
signments came “in, as, last weeks market 
being so discouraging, country people were 
advised to be careful in sending along drafts 
of both cattle and sheep. Consequently the 
gathering to-day was principally composed of 
the overplus of unsold stock from Thursday, 
nd the numbers, although being considerabiy 
ál than last week, were yet beyond what 
was generally anticipated for this uncertain 
market. Anything unsold to-day was cer- 
tainly of commonplace and inferior character. 
Montreal advices of shipments of cattle 
this week are 2,576 endl principally for 
Liverpool and Glasgow. Prices show a fall of 
inside 20 to 30 cents per 100lbs. Best-class 
steers figure from $8.30 to $8.65, medium to 
good classes $7.50 to $8.00; bulls from $4.75 
to $5.75 per 100ilbs. It has been remarked 
that recent arrivals of Canadian cattle have 
been rather plainer than usual, and are not so 
much run on, although still getting preference 
over Irish, On the points in question of hard- 
Ship and bruises which the latter show in 
carcase.

CHRISTMAS.

Not, for many years have we entered on the 
season of Christmas with lighter and more 
thankful hearts. Professor James Moffatt, 
the distinguished Biblical scholar, declared 
the other day in our city: “This is a good 
vear for the world.” It was a true saying. 
Things have happened that have made us i 
lift up our Mis, The League of Nations 1s 

itself an effective instrument of 
eace. A new spirit of good-will is abroad in 
urope. Locarno is already a symbol, Our 
own most thorny Irish problem has been 
settled. And now statesmen are talking of 
reducing armaments and armies by a universal 
act of peace. Surely we may Say, and 
hristians at least will agree, the promise of 
the angels’ song at Bethlehem is working out 
its own fulfilment. No doubt, it is most true 
that peace cannot be won without man’s 
active consent. There must be the will to 
peace. Yet is it not also profoundly true that 
the real inspiration of peace is from the spirit 
of Him Who was born in the khan of Bethle- 
hem? His two great doctrines, the worth of 
the individual and the universal brotherhood 
of man, rooted both of them in His doctrine 
of the Divine Fatherhood, and, commended 
by His own example, are in the world to stay, , 
and must spread like leaven till the whole is 
leavened. 

However Christians may differ in creed and 
discipline, they agree that the fact of Christ 
is the determinative fact of human history. 
Critical scholarship is confirming every year 
the main contents of the Gospel story. Jesus 
Christ is no myth. We may be as sure of 
Him as of Julius Cesar, and we know Him 
far better. The day of His birth is more than 
a date; it is the beginning of an era. Above 
all other spiritual leaders and prophets of 
humanity Jesus rises in pre-eminence un- 
approachable, alike in His character and His 
teaching. To Him men everywhere turn with 
the wistful hope that in His words they may 
find the clue of life and the key to the grave. 
To our deepest instinct for truth they appeal 
as veritable words of life. 

But Christ’s message is not only or mainly 
to the individual. All society is to be blessed 
in Him. His clear purpose was to set up a 
rule of God among men, and, however slowly, 
that. purpose is achieving itself among the 
nations. Take this one instance. sae ge 
to the gladiatorial spectacles which had suc 
a powerful fascination for pagan society, Mr. 
Lecky says: “ Christianity alone was powerful 
enough to tear this evil plant from the Roman 
soil. The Christian custom of legacies for the

We are still too close to 
that great event to appraise its value to 
the full. A new spirit has been born into 
the world, and hopes are surging up again 
in human breasts. In ever#@corner of the 
globe to-night the chiming bells of 
Christmastide will herald a season that not 
only will gild the year’s mischances for an 
hour, but is likely to be a milestone on the 
march of man to his high destiny.

London to Dublin yesterday in a light 


Irish Airways. 


A map of the North Atlantic showing 
the steamship routes brings vividly before 
us the anomaly that, whereas Ireland 
holds a position of peculiar prominence 
geographically, the great ships which cross 
the ocean pass our island by as if it were 
but ba.ren rock. The map is scored with 
many lines from Canada and the United 
States, which curve round Ireland's 
northern coasts for Liverpool, and with 
many others which skirt the southern 
Irish shores for the same destination. 
From the Americas, and from the Pacific 
Ocean via the Panama Canal, vast bodies 
of merchandise and shiploads of passengers 
are ‘rought to Europe; but Ireland, rich 
in splendid natural ports, receives no 
benefit from this traffic, save when a liner 
calls at Queenstown to drop some bundles 
of Irish mails. In the interview which he 
gave our representative yesterday, Sir 
Sefton Brancker, Director of Civil Aviation 
in Great Britain, expressed the belief that 
aerial traffic will bring Ireland into its 
natural promis. ce He drew a fascinating 
picture of the developments of which he 
expects Ireland to ! come the centre. In 
a few years’ time, he thinks, trans- 
Atlantic liners will deposit their pas- 
sengers and mails at a port in the South- 
West of Ireland—the portion of Europe 
nearest to the Western world. From that 
centre aero; lanes will fly north-eastward 
to Dublin an. Belfast, eastward to 
England, and south-eastward to the Con- 
tinent. Queenstown—or some port on the 
western coast yet to be developed—thus 
will become the traffic centre of Western 
Eurcpe. Sir Sefton Brancker is 
enthusiast, but he is no dreamer. 
plans Imperial 
maturing, and clready the flying craft of 
the Civil Aviation services come and go 
between distant outposts of Empire. The 


an 
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conception which he lays before us, there- 
fore, has the aut’ rity of knowledge and 
experience. It is not lightly to be dis- 
missed. Irishmen may lack confidence in 
their country; but this  far-travelled 
expert in the new art of transit sees 
Ireland destined to be the air port of our 
Continent. . 

Sir Sefton Brancker had practical 
schemes to lay before us touching the 
immediate expansion of the Irish Free 
State flying service. He recommended the 
institution of three chief flying lines— 
Dublin to Chester, Dublin to Belfast, and 
Rosslare to Fishguard. A service of aero- 
planes flying between the Free State 
capital and Chester—whence railways run 
to all corners of Britain—would enable 
Irish business men to correspond with 
their clients in the great markets across 
the Channel with a saving of several hours. 
Over a ‘arge part of Britain—and par- 
ticularly in the industrial country around 
Manchester—their letters would be de- 
livered on the day of despatch. Similar 
advantages would spring from an aerial 
service between the capitals of the Free 
State and Northern Ireland. In each 
case it would be necessary for the service 
to be well capitalised at the outset; for 
initial costs would be high, and the service 
would begin to yield profit when it had 
called new business connections into being. 
The Governments, therefore, of the Free 
State and Northern Ireland should find 
the means to give the their 
chance. Sir Sefton Brancker expressed 
lively interest in the contemplated flight 
by Free State flying officers from Ireland 
to America, and he observed that the 
enterprise. would do much .to assist the 
tourist traffic by bringing Ireland before 
the public imagination. . Colonel Russell s 
undertaking may bring nearer the day 
when trans-Atlantic flights will be part of 
the world’s recognised system of transit 
and transport. It is well that plucky 
Irishmen are doing their part in com- 
pleting the aerial conquest of the ocean ; 
for by so doing they are ensuring the 
recognition of their country as the air gate 
of the Old World.

The Road Fand. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer is to 
be allowed to make a raid on the Road 
Fund, but it is te~be a very little one. and 
the result may amount to only three 
millions. A compromise has been arranged 
whereby the Treasury is to have anv 
surplus after £15,000,000 have been paid 
over to the Fund, and this seems 
reasonable solution of a question likely to 
prove troublesome. There will be oppos 
tion from the motorists and authorities 
interested in roads and road-making 
despite the compromise, but to meet this 
it 1s suggested that the Treasury mar 
make direct grants from time to time to 
meet costs incurred for really urgent 
schemes. Mr. Churchill will have to 
introduce legislation to get his three 
million from the Road Fund, since all the 
money secured by the Fund must by Act of 
Parliament be spent on the roads. 


Bread Prices. 


The Food Council does not intend to let 
the bakers forget when the price of flour 


charge for a loaf of bread. A letter was 
sent this afternoon by the Council to the 
London Master Bakers’ Association calling 
attention to the possibility of a reduction 
of one halfpenny on the quartern loaf 
The Council inquires in a very definite 
manner as to what the bakers propose to 
do. As recently as December 4th the 
bakers increased the price of bread because 
flour rosé to fifty shillings. Similar haste 
has not been shown in making a reduc- 
tion. 


New Tariffs. 


A number of City firms had a bad shock 
this morning; for they had not expected 
that the new import duties on gloves, 
cutlery and gas mantles, under the Safe 
guarding of Industries Act, would have 
come into operation so soon. The duties. 
however, took effect from yesterday, when 
the Act was given the Royal Assent. Larve 
quantities of the goods arrived and passed 
in London during the past few days, but 
the Customs’ officials promptly demanded 
duty on all consignments brought in or 
entered yesterday One firm to-day had a 
demand for £150 for imported gloves 
because they reached this country on 
Monday, and were entered in the Customs 
on Tuesday. 


A Luxury Tax. 


The two experts despatched to the 
Continent by the order of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer to consider the incidence 
of the luxury taxes in France, (Czecho- 
Slovakia, Germany, Poland and Italy, are 
now preparing reports as to the possibility 
of imposing such taxation here and in- 
dicating by what machinery that might 
be collected. One of the experts was sent 
from the Board of Trade, while the other 
belonged to the Board of Inland Revenue. 
Little alarm is felt in West End circles 
as to the possibility of a luxury tax, since 
as is pointed out, the trade in luxury coods 
needs stimulating and hot depressing 


The Itakan Debt. 


Count. Volpi, who is coming from Rome 
to discuss the Italian debt with the 
Treasury, is expected to arrive in London 
on New Year's Day. He will be accom 
panied by a very small party, but, as the 
Italian Government has given him verv 
wide powers, and he prefers to rely upon 
himself alone, his companions wil! not 
trouble him very much. Count Volpi is a 
rare example of a great business man who 
has achieved first-class success as a 
politician.

SEVERE TEST. 

[his was one of the first occasions in which 
a light aeroplane with an engine of only 
norse-power had been used for a fairly long 
trip under weather conditions, such as he 
encountered, and it did seem to bring nearer 
the possibility of a machine of that type being 
utilised by private owners for purposes of 
business or for pleasure, as the case might 
be. It would be possible to make a non-stop 
fight from Lordon to Dublin in one of these 
machines if a specially large petrol tank were 
fitted, but this would prohibit the carrying 
ol a passenger. 

If the weather was suitable Sir Sefton 
Brancker and he would probably return to 
London via Belfast, Stranraer and Newcastle.

THE MASTER OF SEMPHILL. 


Colonel the Master of Semphill has close 
Irish associations, although he belongs to an 
old Scottish family.

VIEWS OF SIR SEFTON 
BRANCKER. 


Sir Sefton Brancker, in an interview with 
an Jrish Times Reporter yesterday at Baldon- 
nell aerodrome, expressed delight at his 
return to Ireland, where he had served for 
some time with the Royal Artillery in the 
early nineties. He had, he said, been 
stationed at Fermoy and Athlone cdg Bey 
years ghat led up to the South African War, 
and % was out of love for the South cf 
Ireland and to revive old memories of soldier- 
ing days that he had to undertake the journey 
to Ireland. :

RAILWAY COMPANIES’ TASK. 

“It it up to great railway companies, like 
the London, Midland and Scottish, and the 
Great Western to give the public accelerated 
communications by seaplane across the 
Channel. That should be the first step in 
the development of air services. In this way 
Fishguard and Rosslare, as well as Holvhead 
and Dublin, could be linked up by flying 
boats for the acceleration of mail deliveries 
and passenger services, 

“I hope to see in the near future the big 
ships. that cross the Atlantic stopping some- 
where in the South, or South-West, f 
Ireland, and the mails and passengers which 
they carry being sent by aeroplane direct to 
all parts of Ireland, England and the Con- 
tinem™ I need not point out what an immense 
saving of time would be effected by such a 
system. 

“There are difficulties in the way, of course, 
but they are not insuperable—difficulties such 
as lack of finance, and lack of confidence in 
aviation. But it is obvious that, with a 
little imagination and perseverance, air 
traffic. will become a tremendous factor 
in saving time in the transmission 
of mails and in “carrying passengers 
who are really in a hurry, and are prepared 
to pay a little more for quick travelling. 
The more traffic you get, and with the im- 
provement of aviation technique, the cheaper 
can the cost of arial transit be made.” 

Sir Sefton Fá ma the view that an aerial 
route between Dublin and Chester would be a 
good one. They would in this route avoid | 
the mountainous areas, and from Chester there 
was an excellent rail service to all parts. of 
Great, Britain. The great thing was ,to 
bind together aerial and railway services. Dis 
cussing the possible route between Quetns- 
town and Bristol, he, said that he had" not 

wen it close consideration; but it struck 
him that the greatest difficulty would be to 
carry large guantities of fuel over such a long

ATLANTIC FLIGHT. 

He was enthusiastic about the suggested 
flight across the Atlantic by Irish airmen, 
which would be valuable in two respects to 
Ireland—{1) The development of [Ireland's 
trade and toufist traffic, and (2) the utilisation 
of the potentialities of Ireland as an air port.

BELFAST-LIVERPOOL SERVICE. 

Lack of capital and proper organisation, he 
thought, were contributory factors to the 
failure of the Belfast-Liverpool air service. It 
had simply fizzled out for these reasons, but 
he had hopes that it would be revived. An 
aic service between Dublin and Belfast, he 
also thought, would be invaluable in cement- 
ing the bonds of friendship between North 
and South. 

Sir Sefton drew a picture of world air 
transit services ten or twenty years hence. 
“Yisualise,” he said, “an aerial service from 
America to Baldonnel, and thence to London, 
Paris and the Continent. There may be routes 
to Colombo, perhaps touching at Singapore, 
and then on to Australia. The Transatlantic 
route may be by airship, and from London 
and Paris mails, passengers and merchandise 
would be carried in all directions.

then North to Irak and Persia, all over India, 
and.then Australia. Airships would cover 
the longer distances and aeroplanes the 
shorter ones. 

“The risk of aceident is rapidly being re- 
duced to a minimum.

have had only four fatal accidents. With 
the development of aerial technique we hope 
to reduce the element of risk still further."

MOTOR CARS BURIED 1N SNOW. 


The North Cotswolds were isolated all day 
yesterday owing to Tuesday night's blizzard, 
and reports which got through yesterday 
evening state that it was the worst since the 
memorable storm of 1881. The wind blew 
at over sixty miles an hour, and caused snow 
drifts on the main roads so deep that motor 
cars were buried by them, and ‘even mail 
motor vans and omnibuses stuck fast. 

Drifts' on the main road from Londen to 
Gloucester and Cheltenham wefe from five to 
six. feet deep, and one van Was seventeen 
hours behind the scheduled time in reaching 
Cheltenham. Telegraph and telephone wires 
collapsed under the weight of snow, and it 
was not until the County Council workmen, 
with snow ploughs, had made a track wide 
enough for single vehicles that the fate of 
many missing parties could be ascertained. 

Some parties on the way to London for 
Christmas festivities were caught by the 
storm and had to spend the night in the 
snowdrift, and suffered from exposure. The

WEATHER CAUSES POSTAL 
DELAY. 


The British Postmaster-Genera] announces 
that, in consequence of the bad weather pre- 
vailing in many parts of the country, the 
long-distance mail trains have arrived at their 
destinations considerably behind time, and 
letters which would normally be delivered by 
the first post have fallen into the second or

GREAT GALE IN FRANCE. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 


During the last eae ae hours France 
has experienced one of the worst gales in 
recent years, its long duration being altogether 
exceptional. The. speed of the wind varied 
between eighty A ge Bert miles an hour, 
bringing down and telephone wires, 
blocking the roads with fallen trees and caus- 
ing a number of accidents throughout France. 

The port of Bordeaux is inaccessible owing 
to the wild seas raging in its estuary. No 
vessels have arrived there since Monday even- 
ing. The gale is still raging off the Brittany 
coast, and it is reported that the church at 
St. Helier has been badly damaged. 

Much delay has been caused to the liner 
traffic at Havre, where the great French pas- 
senger boat Savoie had to be taken into port 
by her commander, as no pilot: ventured over 
the stormy waters to take the helm. 

The rising industrial town of Caen has been 
flooded by torrential rain. Many accidents have 
occurred on the Paris-Calais main road, 
especially in the Beauvais district, owing to 
numerous motor cars having, dashed into 
treés, which have blown ac‘-ss the 
road. .

The Parliamentary session just ended was 
in many respects the most interesting throngh 
which the Northern jegislature has passed. 

It was the first session of the second 
Parliament, and the first in. which there was 
a regular Opposition. The Labour group, 
consisting of Messrs. 8. Kyle, W. McMullan 
and J. Beattie, formed the official Opposition. 
They were assisted on many questions by 
Mr. Joseph Devlin and Mr. T. 8. McAllister, 
the only Nationalists who took their seats 
after the General. Election. The three In- 
dependent Unionist members—Colonel P. J. 
Woods and Messrs.. Thomas. Henderson and. 
J. W. Gyle—frequeutly joined in. attacks 
upon the Government, particularly upon 
questions affecting the interests of the work- 
ing classes. But, of conrse, they did not 
take the Opposition Whip. 

Mr. George Henderson, who: was returned 
by Co. Antrim as a Farmers’ representative, 
was a persistent advocate of agricultural 
interests, and was frequently in the Opposi- 
tion lobby when pressing the special views 
of those he represents. Throughout the 
session, however, he took a broad view of 
all questions of outstanding importance, such 
as the boundary agreement, which met with 
his ungualified approval. 


MR. DEVLIN’S SUCCESS. 


The outstanding figure on the Opposition 
benches was undoubtedly Mr. Devlin, who 
used his knowledge of Parliamentary pro- 
cedure to good effect on more than one 
oecasion. Ithough he is a keen and un- 
sparing critic of the Government Mr. Devlin 
is one of the most popular members of the 
House. . Eveu his most trenchant criticisms 
contain an elemént of humour which 
neutralises bitterness and makes for good-will. 

During the session the Labour members 
radually departed from the reiteration of 
Socialistic theories—although, no doubt, hold- 


| ing these as strongly as ever—and took a 


more constructive. and effective part in the 
debates. The asperities of some of the 
“Independents’’ also softened towards the 
end of the session, and at least one—Mr. 
Gyle—admitted that there was some good in 
“tne worst possible Government,” when the 
new arrangement for compensating spirit 
grocers went through as an agreed measure. 

When the Parliament re-assembles on the 
9th March, it is not improbable that the 
a a yen will be considerably strengthened. 
The following ten Nationalist and Sinn Féin 
members have up to the present declined to 
take their seats in the House:—Messrs, J. H. 
Collins (Armagh), E. de Valera (Down), A. 
Donnelly .(Fermanagh and Tyrone), E. Don- 
nelly (Armagh), T. Harbison and Cahir 
Healy (Fermanagh and Tyrone), George Leeke 
and Basil MeChuckin (Londonderry), John 
McHugh (Fermanagh and Tyrone), Patrick 
O'Neill (Down). 

At a meeting of the border county Nationa: 
list members, before the opening of the last 
session, it was decided that they should not 
take their seats until the boundary question 
was settled: In view of the boundary agree- 
ment, it is probable that now they will 
decide that the interests of their constituents 
demand their presence in the Commons. The 
fact is that the policy of abstention was a 
huge mistake. 


THE PREMIER'S TACT. 


Among the Unionist members, the outstand- 
ing figure has been the Prime Minister, who 
has shown great tact and skill in the 
handling of many difficult problems. 

Next to the Prime Minister's, the most 
anxions task has been that of the Minister 
of Labour (the Right Hon. J. M. Andrews), 
who has been faced with a steady increase 
in the number of the unemployed, while the 
deficiency in the Unemployment Insurance 
Fund has been mounting up to £4,500,000. 
This is a particular disappointment to Mr. 
Andrews, for over a year ago there was 
every prospect, when the unemployed figure 
touched 34,000, of the situation improvin 
so materially that the Unemployment F anid 
deficit mould be on the down grade. 

A setback in the linen trade, due, in some 
measure, to the restoration of the gold 
standard and also to imcreased currency 
inflation on the Continent, which enabled 
Continental linen manufacturers to compete 
successfully in the principal markets, was 
principally responsible for sending the un- 
employment figures up to 57,000. In a recent 
speech, however, Mr. Andrews expressed the 
view that the worst of the depression had 
been reached and that there would be a 
gradual improvement. 

The Minister of Finance (the Right Hon. 
H. M. Pollock) has been a vigilant ‘* watch- 
dog of the public purse.” Taxpayers and 
those o understand the work he has 
accomplishéd in stablising upon fixed princi- 
ples the finances of the Northern State, as 
indicated in the Colwyn Committee report, 
appreciate the great. service he has rendered 
to the province. 


CHANGES. 


There was one change in the Government 
front bench during the year. The Right Hon. 
Milne Barbour, Parliamentary and 
Financial Secretary to the Ministry of 
Finance, was promoted to the position of 
Minister of Commerce, an office for which 
he does not accept salary. Mr. George B. 
Hanna succeeded Mr. R. D. Megaw, KC, 
as Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Home Affairs, and Mr. John H. Robb, 
K.C., took the place of the late Mr. R. J. 
McKeown, as Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Education. 

The Attorney-General, the Right Hon. 
Richard Best, one of the members for County 
Armagh, was appointed a Lord Justice of 
Appeal, in October, and was succeeded, as 
Attorney-General, by Mr. A. B. Babington, 
K.C., who won South Belfast Division, beat- 
ing the Labour candidate, by a substantial 
majority. The Government candidate also 
had an easy victory in Armagh for the 
vacancy created by the elevation of Mr. 
Best, to the judiciary. 

About thirty Eyres and several private 
bills were passed during the session. The 
principal measures, from the point of view of 
social service, was that dealing with widows’, 
orphans’ and old age contributory pensions, 
which brought the benefits conferred in Great 
Britain within the reach of insured workers 
in Northern Ireland. An Old Age Pension 
Act has removed the thrift disqualification. 
There were several measures dealing with un- 
employment benefit, and extending further 
credit up to 41 million sterling to the Unem- 
ployed Fund. 

There was much discussion upon the bill 
which enables County Councils to undertake 
drainage schemes, but does not touch the 
hig question of the drainage of the River 
Bann and the Lough Neagh basin, which is 
being investigated by an expert committee. 
The recent Finance Bill, increasing the duty 
npon heavy motor vehicles, in some cases by 
700 cent., was keenly debated, and is 
still ‘being opposed by

SUNDAY’S CELEBRATION

The Abbey Theatre, Dublin, celebrates its 
coming of age on Sunday next. ‘The event 
is a landmark in the history of the modern 
drama, not alone of Ireland, but of Europe. 


National Theatre Society opened the 
Abbey Theatre with two plays by Mr. W. 
B. Yeats and Lady Gregory’s sparkling 
comedy, “‘ Spreading the News.” The /rish 
Times of next morning wrote : ** The occasion 
was, as an experiment, and possibly as an 
epoch-marker, invested with unique interest.” 

e experiment has resulted in the produc- 
tion at the Abbey.of 216 plays, the work of 
eighty-six authors. The civilised world has 
profited by that achievement, for it is 
enerally admitted that Dublin’s Abbey is the 
ather and mother of the modern theatrical 
revival in Great Britain: and in America, 
where its children, the “ ittle”” theatres, 
are now a large and increasing family. Its 
work has also influenced the modern theatre 
in Europe, notably in Germany and in 


Hun : 
oe EARLY EFFORTS. 

The Abbey ‘theatre dates back to 1098, 
when the Irish Literary Theatre was estab- 
lished in Dublin by Mr. W. B. Yeats, Lady 
Gregory and the late Mr. Edward Martyn. 
For three years the theatre Rracaged Irish. 
plays, beginning with Mr. Yeats's “ the 
Countess Cathleen” and Mr, Martyn’s “he 
Heather Field,’ performed in the Antient 
Concert Rooms on May 8,. 1899. “the first- 
named was objected to by a crowd of Catholic 
University students in the gallery, and the 
police had to be called in. Further plays 
were produced once a year by English pro- 
fessionals, who included Miss Whitty. In 
1901 the Benson Company produced '' Diar- 
muid and Grania’’ at the Gaiety Theatre. 
Mr. Martyn’s '“The Bending of the Bough,” 
February 20, 1900, was Jveland’s first play 
dealing with a vita) Irish question. 

The moyement prospered, but it was soon 
felt that the Irish work of Trish writers 
should be interpreted by Irish actors and 
actresses, speaking with Irish voices, and 
understanding a feeling the Irsh atmo- 
sphere of the plays. Fortunately, the 
brothers Fay, William and Frank, became in- 
terested, and they got together a little com- 
pany of unpaid amateurs, who played in the 
Coffee Palace, Townsend street; in St. 
Teresa’s Hall, Clarendon street, and other 
places in the city. That was the beginning 
of a native school of acting, an Irish dramatic 
company,” the first real start of the Abbey 
Theatre, and the glory of it must go to the 
brothers Fay. 

FIRST LONDON VISIT. 

In May, 1903, the company visited London 
for the first time. They got Saturday off 
from their wotkaday employers, left Dublin 
on Friday night, gave afternoon and evening 
performanées on Saturday at the Queen's 
Gate Hall, and were back at their work on 
Monday morning. ‘they played ' Laying the 
Foundations,” ‘‘ Hour. .Glass,”’, ‘‘ Pot ol 
Broth,” ‘Kathleen ni Houlihan,’’ and 
“Twenty Five, to enthusiastic audiences 
and theatrical critics, who appreciatively wel- 
comed the great adventure. 

That London visit, followed by © others 
equally successful, brought Miss Horniman 
into association with the society. That lady 
took over the building of the Mechanics’ In- 
stitute in Abbey street, added to it part of 
the old City Morgue, and reconstructed 
the premises into the Abbey Theatre, which 
she handed over to the Society free 
for a number of years, together with an 
annual subsidy. In making this generous gift 
Miss Horniman wrote: “1 can-only afford to 
make a very little theatre, and+it must be 
quite simple. You all must do the rest to 
make a powerful and prosperous theatre, with 
a high artistic ideal.’’ The world knows to- 
day what the result of that injunction has 


been. Bs: 

Delays followed the acquisition of the 
Abbey, caused largely by the opposition of 
the existing Dublin theatres to the grant. of 
the necessary patent from the Crown. The 
inquiry before the Privy Council was noted 
for the persistence of the-oppesition.-te the 
granting of the patent. Finally, the patent 
was issued to Dame Augusta Gregory: “It 
heing our Royal will and pleasure that for 
the future our said theatre may be .instru- 
mental to the promotion ‘of virtue and in- 
struction of human life.” There was not to 
be put on the stage of the new theatre ‘any 
exhilyition of wild beasts or dangerous per- 
formances, or to allow women or children to 
be hong from the flies or fixed in positions 
from which they cannot release themselves.” 

THE OPENING NIGHT. 

The theatre was opened on December 27, 
1904, with “On Baile’s. Strand”. and 
‘“Kathleen “ni Houlihan,’’ by Yeats; and 
‘Spreading the News,” by Lady Gregory. 
Iiness prévented the latter from taking part 
in the openiag, but Miss Horniman was pre- 
sent. “On Baile's Strand ' was the first 
play ever presented at the Abbey, and the 
first cast was :—

Of the players of that first night, Miss 
Allgood and Mr. Wright are still members of 
the Abbey Company. The latter will appear 
on next Sunday night, but Miss Allgood can- 
not get back from her engagement in “-Juno 
and the Paycock ' at the Royalty Theatre, 
London. 

The little theatre was now a réality, an 
accomplished fact, with its own dtamatists, 
its own acting company, and its own scenery, 
such as it was. The next necessity for success 
was. an audience, and that was -harder to 
secure. In her fascinating book, “ Our Irish 
Theatre,” Lady Gregory describes the struggle 
thus :—“ Often, near midnight, after the 
theatre closed, I have gone round te the news- 
paper offices asking as a favour that notices 
might be put in; for we could pay for but 
few advertisements, and it was not always 
thought worth while to send a critic to our 
plays. Often have I gone out by the stage 
door when the curtain was up and came round 
into the auditorium by the front hall, hoping 
that in the dimness I might pass for a new 
arrival, and so encourage the few scattered 
peonle in the stalls. One night there 
were so few in any part of the house that 
the players wer> for dismissing them and 
giving nc performance at all. But we played 


after all, and just after the play began three | 


or four priests from th») country came in. 
gs I came round behind afterwards, and told 
us how good they thought the work, and 
asked the company to come dowfi and play 
in the West. Very often in the green room 
I have quoted the homely proverb, heard I 
know not where—‘‘ Grip is a good dog, but 
Hold Fast a better.” 


A FAMOUS YEAR. ‘\ 

In 1905 the name Abbey was first officially 
attached to the company, and the Society 
was from that forward styled National 
Theatre Society, Ltd. The following year 
was a famous one at the Abbey; for there 
were produced no fewer than five new plays, 
including “ The Eloquent Dempsy,” by 
William Boyle, a comedy which definitely 
brought to the theatre what may be described 
as the popular efentéle, In 1908 the Fays 
left because of internal disagreements in the 
company, but before that they had weathered 
the theatre's worst storm, which broke out 
with the production ‘of Synge’s ‘‘ The Play- 
boy of the Western World ” on the last 
Saturday in January, 1907.

PILGRIMAGES,

A col gy TN in the course of a special 
article in Zhe Z'imes, says :—The Holy Year 
which will close officially when the Pope, on 
Christmas Eve, seals the sacred door leading 
into the Vatican Basilica, has proved not un- 
worthy of the great traditions established by 
its predecessors. This is no inconsiderable 
claim, for since the first of the series in. 
augurated by Pope Boniface VIII. in 1300, 
the whole organising ability of the Roman 
Catholic Church and the faith of its members 
have combined to make these periodic festi- 
vals the wonder of successive ages. It is not 
surprising, in view of the rapid improvement 
in methods of transit which has taken place, 
even since 1900, if-the number of pilgrims in 
1925 should have surpassed all earlier records 
of an authentic kind. The total, including 
Italians, is estimated at one million and a 
quarter,. mostly comprised in specially or- 
ganised pilgrimages from al! parts of the 
world. 

The stroke of the Pope’s golden mallet upon 
the Holy Door last Christmas Eve was the 
signal for a mighty influx, which continued in 
undiminished volume until it died in the last 
trickle of 200 Lombard pilgrims, who came 
hringing offerings to defray the cost of brick- 
ing up that door, not to be entered again for 
another quarter of a century. Before the end 
of September 261 special international trains, 
eight of them carrying’ British -pilgrims, 
arrived in Rome. Not the least considerable 
contingent was the British pilgrimage under 
Cardinal Bourne, 1,300 strong. which was re- 
ceived by the Pope on May 15th, and it was 
followed by representatives of every profession 
and class in our land, ranging from a company 
of Oxford under-graduates and dons to a batta- 
lion of 800 Boy Scouts. It was to the former 
that the Pope recalled the days of his own 
pilgrimage to the Bodleian as a student and a 
scholar. There have been many distinguished 
names among the pilgrims, but more touching 
are the examples of the devotion which 
hrought hamble pilgrims immense distances on 
foot to Rome by the -same_ routes and 
methods which were. trodden and fol- 
lowed by their fathers throughout the 
centuries: An old peasant waiked all the 
way from Desio, the Pope’s native village, to 
Rome, a distance of about 600 miles, in order, 
he said, quite ‘simply, to follow the exampl 
of his grandfather and of his father, who 
had also made their pilgrimage to Rome in 
the Jubilee years of 1625 and 1900. 

It is interesting to note that the list of 
pious pedestrians incluges more women than 
men. One old lady from Ferentino, aged 72, 
wearing the characteristic cow-hide sa hs 
of her village, covered the distance to Rome 
in nine hours at the rate of seven kilometres 
an hour. She was honoured with the spe- 
cial congratulations of the Pope, who was 
himself a great walker before he became the 
prisoner of his position and situation, and

SHANGHAI'S SHOOTINGS INQUIRY.

PEKING, Wednesday. 

The Diplomatic Corps this afternoon gave 
out summaries of the reports of the three 
judges who sat at the international judicial 
inquiry into the Shanghai shootings of May 
30 e British and Japanese judges agree 
in exonerating the Shanghai police officials of 
all blame for the affair. The American mem- 
ber of the Commission does not. The latter's 
report charges that the police authorities did 
not make any preparation to deal with the 
troubles, despite daily reports for five months 
indicating growing difficulties resulting from 
cotton mill strikes and the demonstrations of 
the students. 

The American judge declares that he is 
convinced that the shooting could have been 
avoided if more police had been on duty to 
disperse the crowd. The report pillories 
Police Inspector K. J. McEuen, for failure 
to come to the scene of the difficulty. ‘‘ His 
presence and personal direction on May 3% 
might have saved the lives of some of the 
innocent rsons,” the report declares. 
Accompanying the letter is a cheque for 
75,000 dollars from the Council, for distribu- 
tion among the families of the twelve persons 
killed and the eighteen wounded in the shoot- 
ing incidents. 

INTERNATIONAL TRAIN INCIDENT. 

PEKING, Wednesday. 

With reference to yesterday’s incident, in 
which the international train was fired on by 
Kuomiuchun troops on its way from Tientsin 
to Shanhaikwan, it appears that the train 
cam+ to a standstill when fired on. It sub- 
sequently attempted to move on, but was pre 
vented from doing so by an armoured. train, 

Disregarding the protests of the Japanese 
Commander, a Kfominchun officer: boarded 
thé train and gave orders for it to return im- 
mediately to Tientsin, under pain of fired 
being re-opened on it. Infantry were 
brought up, and the armoured train was 
drawn upgnear by. The international train 
was uenthy forced to return to Tientsin.

of one night in trying to get possession of 
the cattle, and the following morning in get- 
ting rid of them. He was impressed with 
what Mr, Byrne stated on her behalf, She 
must have been in a very anxious state of 
mind. She was hard set and hard pressed to 
get the rent, and she looked about for any 
means to get the rent. He wag inclined to 
think that owing to the pressure of the case 
her mind was not quite normal. She evi- 
dently presumed on the Saag pe of her 
friends, She thought that the liability might 
be met by the Griffin estate, and that later 
she might be able to make good the debt. 

I think, said the Justice, that this girl was 
terribly frightened and in a terrible state of 
mind, Í must, however, hold that the evi- 
dence is sufficient to justify a conviction. 
There is no reflection on Mr. McDonald, He 
bought the cattle fairly and squarely, and 
paid her a fair market price. Í do not think 
that I would be justified in sending this girl 
to jail. I, therefore, give her the benefit of 
the Probation of Otierders” Act, and I will 
order her to find bail in £30 and two sureties 
of £15 each to come up for judgment if 
necessary within twelve months. 

The defendant was ordered to pay the 
costs of the prosecution.

Until this legislation has been passed, how- 
ever, Ulster gon mor should take advantage 
of the legislative provisions which are at pre- 
sent in force. In Great Britain the Sale of 
Food Order, 1921, requires that imported meat 
shall be labelled as such when offered for 
sale, while the Merchandise Marks Act ot 
1887 makes it an offence to apply a false trade 
description to any goods exposed for sare. 
Unfortunately, however, adnmnistrative action 
in connection with the detection of voffens 
under this Act is not as.active as might be 
desired, andi it rests very largely with indiv! 
dual firms to institute proceedings in any case 
in which they discover that the provisiors of 
the Ac; are not being observed. Such action, 
besides being of interest to the individual 
firm, is also of gréat advantage to other pro- 
ducers in Northern Ireland, and every attempt 
by this means to put a stop to the sale of, 
foreign goods as of Irish origin will help 
towards improving the position of ‘Ulster pro- 
ducts on the British market. 

A RECENT ACTION. 

In this connection, a recent action, brought 
by Messrs, Biggers, Limited, of Londonderry, 
in the Glasgow Sheriff Court against Mr. 
Patrick McCabe, a Glasgow provision mer- 
chant, is of considerable interest. It was 
shown that the defendant had exhibited in his 
shop a numher of ham$ branded, " Biggers 
Finest Belfast.” A representative of Messrs. 
Riggers, Limited, who called at the shop and 
saw the bams in the window, stated that. they 
were not Messrs. Bigeers’ hams at all, bat, in 
his opinion, were really American hams which 
were being sold under a trade descrintion so 
close to the well-known name “ Biggers’ 
Finest Irish ” that thev were likely to be-con- 
fused bv the ordinary housewife as such. 
Messrs. Biegers were successful in securing 
an interdict preventing the defendant from 
infrincine their trade mark and from passing 
off under somewhat similar trade descrintions 
hams which head rot heen nredrerd by them.

OVERCROWDING COMPLAINTS. 
A report on the inquiry which was held 


by Dr. A. D. Clinch, medical inspector, at 
Ballinalee, relative to the representation that 


the Clonbroney Burial Ground was over- 
crowded and should be closed against further 
interments, was received from the Local 
Government Department at the last meeting 
of Longford County board of Health. This 
graveyard, as it was pointed out in the re- 
port, is of great antiquity, and is reported 
to have been consecrated by St. Patrick. In 
extent It covers three-quarters of an acre. 

At the inquiry, it appeared, Dr. J. F. 
Keenan, medical officer of health, confirmed 
a report which he had previously made to 
the Granard Rural District Council, to the 
effect that, owing to the long period during 
which the burial ground had been used for 
intermengs, ‘it should be closed, with a view 
to setting disrespect to the dead. The 
Clerk of Granard Rural District Council (Mr: 
P. O'Shea) said that his Council's view at 
the time was that it would not be advisable 
to close the burial ground against the few 
interments that now take place . there. 
Twenty-five applicants for burial rights 
attended the inquiry in support of their re- 
spective claims, and

CHANGES IN THE NORTH. 

In the course of a speech at the annual dis- 
tribution of prizes at Omagh Technical Schoo! 
on Tuesday night, Professor Earls, of the 
Belfast College of Technology, spoke of the 
great benefit technical education was to a 
town like Omagh, and said that the students 
who had secured the advanced certificates 
of the Roya] Society of Art were deserving 
of the utmost praise. It was a distinction 
to be proud of, that a pupil of that school 
should secure the medal of the Royal Society 
of Arts, because only one similar medal had 
been obtained in the Belfast College. Techni- 
cal education was not, as some people thought. 
elementary education. but was classed as 
higher education. 

One of the fundamental changes which had 
been made in their educational system by 
the Education Act was that it brought all 
forms of education under one Minister. He 
hoped that the new bodies which were now 
charged with the duty of providing public 
education would rise to a sense of their re- 
sponsibilities, and that people would insist upon 
seeing that the facilities they were entitled 
to get under the Education Act would be pro- 
vided. He considered that technical educa- 
tion was absolutely essential, as providing 
that further education for the elementary
